In order Lo rolleve Messrs, Richards, Pet-

Anter consldernble disoussion, it was agreed

Mr. Lincoln read the iiies of Lthe lecture In
the papors, and, withont apy knowledge of the
Arrangemen’, wui Somewnnt curprised o laarn
that hie was first to maks bis uppearance befora
a8 New York Instead of a “Piymouth Chareh’
auuvlence., A notlee of the proposed lecture ap-
peared In the New York papers, and the Times
spoke of him "as a lawyer who bad some l[ocal
reputation in Illinois,"

t my personal solicltation Mr, Willlam
Cullen Erysuzl. presided as chalrman of the
measting, aod introduced Mr, Lincoln for the
first time to o New York nundlence,

The lecture was n wonderful sucoess, It has
become & part of Liae history of the country. s
remarkable ability was everywhere neknows
legged, and after the 27Lh of February the nume
of Mr. Lincoln was a [amillar one Lo the people
of tue East. After Mr, Lincoln closed his lec-
ture, Mr. David Duodiey Field, Mr., James W,
Nye, Mr. Horace Greelry, and mysell were
galled out by the auvdlence, apd made snort
short speeches. 1 remember saylug then:—
“Oune of three gontlemen will be our standard
bearer in the Presidential conlest of Lnis year;
the distinguished Senator of New York, r,
feward; the late able and accomplished Gover-
nor of Uhlo, Mr. Chase; or the ‘unknowu knight'
who entered the political lists wgainst the Bois
Guiibert of Demooracy, Stephen A. Donglas, on
the prajries of lllhinols 1o 1858, und unborsed
him—Abraham Lincoln."
